At any rate, the man is 
dead, and if there had been a life 
saving guard on duty he might 
have been saved. 

It will be well for all similar 
companies to remember this, as 
some of them may get into serious 
difficulties, and get damage suits 
which, might cost a whole lot more 
than the wages of a life guard.
